of machine guns 
READY FOR ANYTHING 

The Aphis is always ready for 
anything. It can even do mine- 
sweeping and carries depth charges 
to cope with submarines 

Riding aboard the Aphis makes 
you feel like having your feet bare- 
ly out of water. She sits flat as a 
pancake on the sea, takes only a 
five-foot draught and can push her 
speed up to 14 knots. She is one of 


the most weirdly camouflaged ships | 
in the British fleet—she is funny to 
in| 


lock at, but terrible to meet 
action. 

Admiral Cunningham, until re- 
cently the commander in chief of 
the Mediterranean fleet, once told 
me that when a book is written 
about the Mediterranean war it 
should be centred about the Aphis 
ard Ladybird.

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A Call To Total War 


Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen, national 
leader of the Conservative party, has the 
opinion of nine-tenths of all thinking, 
patriotic Canadians behind him when he 
calls for a ‘master plan for manpower 
spread over the whole nation, with no 
favoritism, no sectionalism and no racial- 
ism”’. 

What Mr. Meighen demands is total 
war, with the responsibilities of total war 
devolving upon every man, woman and 
child in the Dominion. 

That is the only intelligent and possible 
means of attaining maximum war ef- 
ficiency. It is the only road to victory. 

It is ludicrous to think of trying to 
meet the total war of the Axis with a 
system of defence in which we are depend- 
ent for our fighting and productive 
strength upon the whims and prejudices of 
individuals or upon the tender sensibilities 
of self-isolated communities, 

Voluntarism, as Mr. Meighen forcefully 
points out, is totally inadequate to the task 
before us because voluntarism is the 
symbol of individualism which is the ideal 
of peacetime but does not give us strength 


in war, It is not individuals that are at 
war, but the state. Therefore, for pur- 
poses of war, the individual must sink 


himself in the state 

Mr. Meighen condemns that isolation- 
ism which, he says, “is the parent of our 
calamities in Europe, in America and in 
Canada”. 

And truly, what is more tragically 
absurd than to be required to stop in the 
midst of a struggle for survival to pander 
to the hysterical demands of minorities 
which have not the sense to see that the 
loss of the war would mean their utter de- 
struction? 

It is a hard thing to ask a free people, 
any free people, to surrender their in- 
dividuality and what they consider their 
democratic rights and privileges and place 
themselves entirely at the disposal of the 
State, 

But they must remember, as we all 
must remember, that all this individuality 
and all these rights and privileges came 
out of the kind of state we are seeking to 
preserve. They must remember that unless 
they lend their liberties and rights of per- 
sonal choice to the state during this 
emergency, those liberties and rights will 
be gone forever. 

We must temporarily sacrifice a part 
of our liberty and our individuality in 
order to preserve all of it. 

Special privilege, sectionalism, and ra- 
cialism are too pitifully small in com- 
parison with this country’s peril to be 
permitted to interfere in the slightest de- 
gree with the fullest war effort. These 
three menaces, if we permit them to cor- 
rupt and retard the national unity, can do 
us more harm than all the legions of 
Adolf Hitler. 

The time has come for total war and 
all that total war means. The time has 
come for an all-out effort in which every 
living soul in this country, of whatever 
nationality, creed or opinion, must hold 
himself or herself completely at the service 
of the state. 

That is the only way we can survive. 


Park Conveniences 


Numerous complaints have been made 
about the inadequacy and poor condition 
of the sanitary conveniences in some of 
our Edmonton parks, 

If half the facts recited in these com- 
plaints are true, the time has very defi- 
nitely arrived when something must be 
done about it. 

The provision of adequate sanitary 
conveniences and their maintenance in 
good, hygienic order is not an expensive 


item, But it is something that is very im- 
portant in the recreational life of the 
community. 


It may not be quite true that “cleanli- 
ness is next to godliness.” But it is quite 
true that cleanliness is one of the prime 
factors in civilized living and certainly in 
self-respect and public morale which, now 
of all times, cannot be permitted to deter-

Raids Bring Revenge 


Commando raids are spectacular, and 
have their use, but perhaps they are not 
“war, This seems to be the opinion of 
Prof. Andre Philip, who has escaped from 
France to join the De Gaulle forces in Bri- 
tain. He warns that “If an affair like St 
Nazaire, when the people fought alongside 
the Commandos, is repeated two or three 
times, the slaughter by the Germans will 
break the people’s spirit.” 

Because some of them took part in 
that fracas a terrible vengeance was 
exacted from residents of the district by 
the gauleiters. That still more savage 
punishment would follow other incidents 
of the kind is to be supposed. The very 
anxiety of French men and women to 
strike a blow for their own liberation is 
thus a handicap to the Commandos—for 
a raid is certain to produce an aftermath 
of slaughter when the raiders have gone. 

What seems to have been forgotten is 


th the alien masters of France are not 


governed by any considerations of either 
Justice or policy. 


They murder, fine and 


imprison without taking trouble to make 
the punishment fit the crime; and with no 
thought of trying to ingratiate themselves 
with the people. They probably welcome 
an occurrence such as St. Nazaire, be- 
cause it gives them an excuse to kill, rob 
and terrorize. 

The only kind of an invasion of the 
continent that would not positively injure 
the anti-Nazi populace is an invasion in 
force, by an army large enough to pro- 
tect its friends and to provide them with 
a rallying place where ‘they could get 
arms and join in an organized attempt to 
oust the tyrants,

It seems almost too “adult” 


| dignify the baby’s daily bath by 


calling it a ritual of skin, hair and 
nail care. Yet, that is exactly what 
it happens to be. Mothers who can- 
not see the necessity for a daily 


| bath, since baby seems so clean, do 


not recognize that because of baby’s 
relative inactivity and burden of 
clothes. the skin needs the exercise 
of changes of temperature, of rub- 
bing, thus promoting the excretion 
of those body wastes which are 
thrown off by the skin. 


A moderately warm bath (about 
100 degrees by bath thermometer) | 


with mild soap. a good rinsing and 
gentle patting with a soft towel, will 
leave the baby rested, relaxed and 
soothed During the hot weather it 
is wiser to use a thin film of pow- 
der in the creases than oil which 
could not be absorbed if the skin 
were damp 

The baby's head needs a daily 
scrub with a wash cloth, fluffy with 
soap, and vigorous attention to the 
soft spot, which too often is ne- 


glected. If there is any sign of 


cradle-cap the head should be well | 
washed and dried and then some | 


oil rubbed into the spots so that 
by the next day the scales may be 
softened and easily removable. Con- 


tinue the oiling as long as neces- 


sary 

The nails (and how many silly 
superstitions cling to them) tend to 
fluff off when the baby is very 
new. Later they may grow long 
enough to result in ugly gashes as 
the baby digs into his face or eyes 
They should be kept smoothly and 
closely cut and, since baby fights 
when his 
this job is more easily done if 
mother will use her small blunt- 
edged scissors when baby is asleep 

If there are eruptions on the skin 
the soap may be disagreeing with 
it. Make a change of soaps to see 
if this is at fault. 


It is possible, very possible, for 
the diet to be in need of correc- 
tion, Too much fat in the formula 
may result in blackheads, even on 
a baby’s delicate skin. Proteins, 
to which the baby may be sensi- 
tive, may result in eczema of the 
face and scalp, if not of the whole 
body. Heat itself mey cause a 
red rash in the fold of the skin. 


It is sensible to conclude that 
rashes and blackheads on a baby 
who is kept clean are the result of 
food and not ef actual dirt. This 
means, one hastens to add, unless 
the rash is the result of some dis- 
ease characterized by a rash
